Unity Born in Baguio 

A regional organization that would 
supplement rather than complement 
the United Nations is likely*to be a 
hinderance .. . toward peace. Through 
the Baguio (The Phillipines), Confer- 
ence of 1950, the free nations of South 
and Southeast Asia have cast their 
vote for peace; for a peace securely 
based on respect for the rights and 
dignity of all men.... A moral force 
was unleashed in Baguio which is 
bound to have some effect on the prob- 
lems that confront mankind. 

Unlike military power, moral force 
measurable ... in terms of 
tanks and planes. It is less 
tangible but potentially more power- 
ful than physical might. Properly gen- 
erated and expressed, the moral power 
of 630 million people united for peace 
can tip the scales against war... 

The free nations of South and South- 
east Asia . hope that their desire 
for peace will... touch off an ir- 
resistible chain reaction for peace 
among other peoples in other lands.

The Red Cross Needs 
YOU 


If you were in a position to save 
someone's life without any pain or 
discomfort to yourself, what would you 
do? Would you say “Let someone else 
do it”... would you tell yourse'f that 
you did not have the time to spare... 
or would you come forward and snatch 
that life back from the dark shadows, 
knowing full well that if you were ever 
in a similar position you too would 
want and expect to be he'ped? That 
situation faces you now. 

You Mrs, John Jones, farmer's wife, 
or John Brown, store clerk, you can 
help save the life of some man, woman 
or child struck down by accident or 
sickness. Combined with the know- 
ledge of modern medicine and the 
hands of a skilled surgeon you can 
provide the one spark of hope so often 
needed to save a life. 

The Canadian Red Cross will con- 
duct a blood donor clinic in Raymond 
on August 10. The blood thus collected 
will be distributed to hospitals where 
patients whose very lives may depend 
upon transfusions will be able to re- 
ceive the blood immediately and free 
of charge. 

To supply the needs of the sick and 
the injured, 700 blood donations are 
needed every week, that is just 
Alberta's requirements. The Canadian 
Red Cross Blood Transfusion Service 
is now the sole source of supply. The 
blood must be collected each week 
from voluntary donors in the cities, 
towns and hamlets ,wherever clinics 
are conducted. Human lives depend 
upon the success of each clinic 
they depend upon the response of 
citizens in each community where 
clinics are held. Donors are only called 
once, or at most twice, a year. This 
means that you are on'y asked to give 
one half hour of your time plus a small 
amount of your blood once a year to 
save someone's life (and the life you 
save may be your own). Is that asking 
too much? 


On Monday, July 31, the Raymond 
Branch of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society will initiate it’s first canvass 
for blood donors. This canvass of the 
town and district is to insure a full 
slate for the Mobile B'ood Donor 
Clinic when it visits here on Thursday, 
August 10 from 7 pm, until 9 p.m. 

Other clinics held here have relied 
solely on the initiative of the donors 
but this left a wide gap between the 
potential and actual attendance. 

The local Red Cross Branch are con, 
fident that this canvass will raise their 
present good showing of 100 donors to 
at least 150, This, naturally, can only 
be done if the whole community helps.

PRINTING 


This is a reprint article taken from 
the CIL Oval written by L..C. Hazelton 


During the last quarter century the 
Canadian printing industry has 
panded remarkably. Holding sixteenth 
position in gross value of production 
among Canada’s leading industries, it 
ranks fifth in number of employees, 
and seventh in salary and wages paid. 
Modern Printing Processes 


ex- 


Three basically different printing 
processes are in use tolay. 

(1) Oldest commercially « (dating 
from Gutenberg) and most widely 


used is letterpress printing, the trans- 
fer of ink from a raised type or other 
surface to paper. This is the kind of 
printing we do at the Recorder. 

(2) Offset is a planographic, or flat 
surface, printing process. Moisture on 
the plate prevents the greasy printing 
ink from adhering to any part of the 
surface except the image, which 
accepts the ink, A “kiss” impression 
then transfers the image to a rubber 
blanket, from which it is deposited on- 
to paper. Offset printing springs from 
lithography, a process discovered in 
1793 by a Bavarian actor, Aloys Sene- 
felder (who discovered that laundry 
list, written in greasy crayon, could 


be used as a rudimentary printing 
plate). 
(8) The third main process, roto- 


graveure, developed in 1895 from the 
450-year-old intaglio process in which 
an artist scratches lines on a copper 
plate, etches deeper impressions in the 
metal with acid, applies ink the 
plate, cleans off the unetched surface 
leaving the ink in the
